2. COMMENTS: FERVOR OE MUJIB'S REMARKS ARE DIFEICULT TO JUDGE 

FROM PRESS ACCOUNTS WHICH QUOTE HIM VARIOUSLY AS COMMENTING ONLY 
ON "CRIMES COMMITTED" TO HIGHLY CHARGED ACCUSATIONS OF "GENOCIDE," 
"ATROCITIES," "BESTIAL CRUELTY," AND "INEXCUSABLE WRONGS." 

MUJIB'S SPEECH MAY PRESAGE A DEMAND THAT PAKISTAN FORMALLY 
APOLOGIZE IN RETURN EOR GETTING BACK THE 195 PRISONERS. HOWEVER, 

IT IS MORE LIKELY THAT AT THIS STAGE MUJIB, WITH HIS REFERENCE 
TO THE ALMIGHTY, GOD'S MERCY AND THE BENGALEE CAPACITY TO 
FORGIVE, IS CONCERNED WITH PREPARING HIS PUBLIC FOR THE 
ABANDONMENT OF THE WAR CRIMES TRIALS.
